While attempting to cross tho rail 
rood tracks In front of an 
engine at the Cnrmel street 
yesterday afternoon nt 12:30 Weeloy 
dullett, of Carmel street, was struck 
and Inatnntly killed. 

Oullett waa on the aoulli side of tha 
trark anil mnde an attorn pt to croaa 
too cloao In front of the engine. Tho 
train waa making only twelve mlloa 
an hour. He waa Inatantly killed and 
the body was dragged twenty-five 
yarda by the engine. Aa aoon ua ho 
aaw that the man hud boon atrnck, 
Engineer Hnlluo stopped tin- train. The 
body waa left by the train crow In 
charge of the aootlon foreman near 
there until the arrival of the coroner. 

A examination of the body by the 
undertaker showed that although nono 
bf the memlioi-H had been cut oft, both 
logs, both arniH und the eollur bono 
were broken and that the skull waa 
crushed In. There Ml alao aeveral 
cuts on the head. 

Oullett waa flfty-one yonra old and 
married. He had four children, two 
lit home and two In other clttea. He 
waa an employee of the Street Rail- 
way To. Tha funeral will bo hold Fri- 
day afternoon at 2 o'clock. Iturlal In 
the Maysvllle Cemetery. 

Tho coroners Jury roturaed the fol- 
lowing verdict: 

"We,, tho Jury, find the body bofsro 
ua to be that of Wesley Gullett of Car- 
mel atreet, Maysvllle, Ky., who MUM 
to hla death by being struck by a west 
bound freight train on the C. & O. 
Railroad while making an attempt Id 
croaa tho tracka at about 12:30 o'clock 
p. m. at the Carmel street crossing."

This County- Will He Rroairht to 
UN Home in Sprlinrsale. 

The Cincinnati Enquirer of Wed- 
nesday says: 

Oeorge W. Hook, 21 years old. 611 
Main Btroet, Reading. Ohio, waa killed 
yesterday when he Jumped from the 
running board of an automobile on 
the Itivnding pike, near Sharon vi lie. 
Hook and his brother, Theodore Hook, 
wore walking along the road when a 
man in a runabout invited them to 
ride. Theodore Hook took a seat In- 
side the car, but hla brother stood on 
the running hoard. 

Several times, according to hla 
brother, the driver requested him to 
get Inside, saying that there was plen- 
ty of room. As the car noarod Sharon- 
vllle Oeorge Hook's hat blow off and 
he waa cautioned not to attempt to 
get It until the machine mopped A« 
the car slowed down he Jumped off 
backward and fell on his head, frac- 
turing his skull. 

A touring car, owned by William 
Cooper Procter, was passing at the 
time and the occupants took Hook to 
the General Hoapltal. hut ho died in 
the receiving ward. 

Those at tho scone of the accident 
neglected to secure the name of tho 
driver of the car on which Hook was 
riding. They reported that it bore the 
name of a local tire service company 
but officials of that company denied 
last night It was their machine 

As the stories told by the brother of 
the young man and eyewitnesses ex- 
onerate the driver. Coroner Foortmcy- 
er will tnke no action in the matter.

WILSON SELF-CONDEMNED 



"A hopelesN piece of provincialism" is the way Woodfow Wilson 
in 191(> characterized the views he entertained 14 months previously. 
Here is what he said in an address to Congress on December 8, 1!H4: 
"We are at peace with all the world. No one who 
speaks counsel based on fact or drawn from a just and can- 
did interpretation of realities can say that there is rMM to 
fear that from hii.v quarter our independence or the integrity 
of our territory is threatened. Dread of the power of any 
.it her nation we are incapable of. We are not jealous of 
rivalry in the fields of commerce or of any other peaceful 
aeievement. We mean to live our lives as we will; but we 
mean also to let live." 

And here is the eountrary view expressed January 27, 191t>, with 
the use of the denunciatory expression, "hopeless piece of provincial- 
ism : ' ' 

"We live in a world which we did not make, which we 
cannot alter, which we natttmt. think into a different condi- 
tion from that w hich actuitlfr . vwts. It would be a hopeless 
piece of provincialism to suppose that, because M think dif- 
ferently from the rest of the world, we are at liberty t.. ss- 
sume that, the rest of the world will permit us to enjoy that 
thought without disturbance. " 

Much of our future siw ss in this country depends upon our 

ability to keep our young men on the farms and away from the 
cities. Statistics show that the farms are gradually becoming de 
populated and the cities arc being overcrowded, with from two to 
five men waiting for every job. If our young men would stick to tli" 
farms, and improve and develop the uncultivated acre*, it would be 
only a question of time when the wealth of this country would be 
doubled and trebeld. Bright lights and white ways appeal to the 
young eye, but they do not feed empty stomachs. The farm is a good 
place to be and a far better place to stay.

"Excessive rainfall over a large 
area of the State during June has pre- 
vented the proper cultivation of the 
crops, and In consequence the growth 
of same Is retarded by weeds am! 
grass Pastures are in good condi- 
dltlon. This month's reports shew rent, orchard 
great oontrasts as to weather and 
crop conditions of the State. 

"Threshing is in full sway and while 
only a part of the wheat has been 
threshed, it is estimated that a very 
small yield will bo the result. This 
yield la estimated at 10 bushels per 
ai re Oats have done much better 
and show a yield of M bushels per 
acre, rye is given at 11 bushels and 
burle> at 17 bushels per acre as a 
State average. 

"Corn is reported as lookiug well 
and with seasonable weaiher this crop 
bid* fair to be a good one. Condition 
of same is given at 87 per cent. 

"Tobacco as a whole Is doing well

TMi State tN.purlmeut nt Washing- 
ton has been notified of the rapid as- 
<■■ Miofl of Villa, which led to a new 
twist to the illplomatlc situation. 

According to Mexican official re- 
ports received at Juarez, they are un- 
usually conservative where they are 
not flatly contradictory. The latest 
dispatch from that side told how MM 
t'arrauzlsta troops were later sup 
t<orted by other regiments. MgMtl 
ihe Vllllst's forces under General ("a- 
lixto Contrerns, near Correlltos. Fron 
all that can be learned from the Mex- 
ican authorities. the army of 3.000 VII- 
llstas appeared. They have no report 
from It, or the battle that was sup 
posed to have been fought. 

The experienced ones declare that 
this means that the Carranzistus were 
either soundly, whipped, that they 
joined the forces of Villa or that in 
commander saw lit not to engage Con- 
treras. 

Such things happen In Mexican mil- 
itary affairs. Whole armies have been 
known to set out against the enemy 
shouting themselves hoarse with 
"vivas" for their valiant commander

The character of Chihuahua City 
gave strength to rumors that two 
thousand troops of General Jacinto 
Trevlno hsd mutinied and fought with 
the government forces still remaining 
loyal. It was reported that the Chi- 
huahua mutluy was led by Villista 
agents. General Trevlno himself Is 
said to have led the force that was 
sunt to punish the mutineers. Meager 
reports, all unconfirmed, from that 
vieluily tell of a victorious engage- 
i.i.nl fought through Chihuahua 
streets and into the bills that sur- 
inuud the towns. Hundreds were 
killed on both sides, it was reported, 
before the mutineers formed their 
ranks agulu aud marched southward 
to join their idol. "Pancho" Villa. Villa 
lliuaelf (■ believed to be somewhere 
between Jlmlnez and Parrel. 

If the Mexican officials along the 
border choose to belittle reports that 
Villa "Is coming back" powerfully 
their reluctance is uot shared by First 
Ctllseu Csrrauza. whose warnlugs to 
Waablugtou are reiterated. The call 
of "Pauoho" Villa to his former com* 
uuuidwrs and the "loyal'" Mexicans who 
served with hiss In other campaigns 
are being ecapagslted with

This Is the substance of the 
Vllkl proclamation, according to Vil 
It s old Generals on this side of the 
border 

"The vnllant General. Francisco Vil- 
la, champion of the oppressed and 
enemy if those who arc throttling 
j Mexico, Is once more In the field 
against those who would ravish our 
beloved lani.

"But no power rati save Carranza 
from the wrath of righteous and loyal 
Mexicans. No longer can he give the 
Gringo the right to make himself rich 
a» the cost of Mexican blood.

Mexicans to assemble to his slatiitnri. 1 
to fight for freedom and justice. H< 
will welcome again those who have 
mistakenly entered the service of Car 
ranzB only to be betrayed.

Tho State 
and War Departments have been re- 
quested to report at once all obtain- 
able facts regarding the exact where- 
abouts of the bandit leader and 
whether it is true that his forces are 
us large as has been reported In the 
press advices from the border. 

President Wilson and the Cabinet 
had before them today all of the pre- 
liminary Information furnished to the 
State Department by Ambassador Des- 
ignate Arrendondo. it Is understood 
that the Cabinet also considered eoii.- 
Iiileiittul reports received from Genera i 
'Funstoii and other American officers 
along the border dealing with the re- 
newal of the Vlllistu ugitution by cer- 
tuln American sources long under In- 
vestigation. 

Officials declared that there would 
be no change of policy at this time;
